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Growing  the  Dahlia 

LOCATION : Open,  sunny  or  partial  shade. 

Cultivate  the  soilt  horoughly.  Plant  from  May  1st  to  June20th. 
Dig  a hole  one  foot  deep.  Put  in  a shovel  of  manure  or  other 
plant  food.  Cover  with  an  inch  of  soil.  Would  advise  using  stake 
which  should  be  set  firmly  in  the  ground.  Plant  bulb  four  inches 
deep,  horizontally,  and  cover.  Cultivate  at  least  once  a week.  Do 
not  water  until  plants  are  well  above  the  ground.  When  the  buds 
appear,  water  the  plants  thoroughly  once  or  twice  a week.  Apply 
any  good  fertilizer,  stirring  the  soil  lightly  after.  To  obtain  extra 
large  flowers,  disbud  freely,  leaving  only  a few  buds  and  branches 
on  each  plant.  If  the  plant  grows  too  bushy,  cut  off  some  of  the 
leaves  and  side  branches  and  the  plant  will  flower  more  freely. 
Green  plants  should  be  planted  twice  as  deep  as  the}7  were  grown 
in  pots,  or  four  or  five  inches  deep.  They  should  be  watered  and 
shaded  a few  days  after  planting. 


Cut  Flowers 

When  using  the  Dahlia  for  a cut  flower,  cut  in  the  cool  of  the 
day,  either  late  in  the  evening  or  early  in  the  morning.  Place 
stems  in  deep  vessels  filled  with  cold  water.  Set  in  cool  cellar  or 
ice  box  for  six  hours  or  more.  The}^  are  then  ready  for  use.

RULBS  should  not  be  planted  until  ground  is  warm, 
about  the  time  corn  is  planted.  Always  plant  in 
good  sunny  place  to  get  best  results.  If  soil  is  light, 
plant  six  inches  deep.  Plant  bulbs  four  inches  apart  and 
when  they  are  six  or  eight  inches  tall,  weed  and  soften 
up  the  ground  between  stalks  of  the  bulbs.  Never  allow 
ground  to  crust  over,  as  it  retards  growth.  When  they 
are  about  a foot  in  height,  work  fertilizer  in  around 
plants.  This  may  be  repeated  once  or  twice  more  be- 
fore they  blossom.  When  flower  spikes  appear,  abund- 
ant watering  is  very  beneficial. 


Bulbs  should  be  dug  as  soon  as  leaves  begin  to  turn 
yellow.  Cut  stems  off  about  an  inch  above  bulb.  Let 
the  bulbs  dry  in  the  sun  for  two  or  three  days,  then 
place  them  in  a dry  place.  Do  not  have  the  bulbs  more 
than  three  inches  deep,  as  they  may  heat  and  mold. 
Trim  when  they  are  thoroughly  cured,  and  store  in  cool 
dry  cellar.  It  will  help  the  bulbs  if  they  are  stirred  up 
and  given  air  during  the  winter.
